Union Closed Shop Is 
Big Election Issue 


One of the big issues in California’s election this 
year is the labor union. U. S. Senator Wm. F. Know- 
land, the Republican candidate for governor, has 
brought to the front the question of “compulsory 
unionism.” , 

On the other hand, Patrick Brown, the attorney 
general, who is the Democratic candiddte for governor, 
is an advocate of no change in the labor union set up. 

As never before, the voters will have an opportu- 
nity to voice their decision on the open or closed shop. 
In addition, it is possible a so-called “right to work 
measure will be on the ballot. 

Senator Knowland, known for having the courage 
to express his views regardless of political conse- 
quences, does no sugar-coating of words when it 
comes to speaking out on the union issue. 3 

On compulsory unionism, Mr. Knowland has said; 
“Compulsory unionism denies the worker a freedom 
of choice.” 

“It denies to millions of men and women the op- 
portunity to earn a living except by agreeing to pay 
dues, initiation fees and assessments and to submit it 
to the discipline of a private organization. 

“It makes captive those of the membership who 
may oppose the economic and political policies of the 
union or may violently object to the ccercive methods 
or the corruption of the leadership and yet cannot re- 
sign without losing the ability to earn a livlihood. 

Mr. Knowland has also said: 

“There has been much misrepresentation of my 
views regarding labor-management relations by those 
who seek to confuse rather than inform. 

“The right of an individual to join a labor organ-.- 
ization is protected by State and Federal law. I sup- 
ported such legislation both as a member of the Cali- 
fornia State Legislature and the Congress of the United 
States. L 
“I believe in collecting bargaining. It is and will 
remain protected by law. The right of collective bar- 
gaining calls for responsible conduct on the part of 
management and labor. It calls for negotiation in good 
faith. Collective bargaining should not and must not 
degenerate into coercive bludgeoning. = E 

“No group in industry or labor should have the 
power to strangle the economic life of 170 million 
Americans. This is too much power for responsible 
leaders of industry or labor to want and far too much 
power for irresponsible ones to be allowed to have. 

“The strong unions of the Scandinavian countries 
are based on voluntary membership. The late labor 
leader, Samuel Gompers, supporied voluntary and 
not compulsory unionism. 

“We are all concerned, or should be, regarding 
the civil rights of American citizens under our con- 
stitution. The right of employment is a basic civil right 
of first magnitude.” ; 

Pat Brown either agrees with these statements or 
doesn’t and voters should carefully read or listen to 
the views of both men. 


Euciid Ave. Rezoning 
To Permit More Business? 


The east side of Euclid Ave., south of Arrow Hwy. 
is now in the business zone. 

The west side of the avenue is in the C-1 zone, 
which permits establishment of professional offices. A 
movement is under way to get the west side zoned the 
same as the east side of the avenue. Eventually, this 
will be accomplished. As to how soon, that depends, 
of course, on the property owners, the city hall officials 
and the demand for business use. 

Five years ago, local residents would not have 
permitted any business zone on the avenue. In time the 
public attitude changed and the east side was recently 
placed in the business zone. It might have. been better 
for this change to have occured many years ago. 

Likewise, the west side of the avenue will be 
changed and it is possible the sooner this change is 
made, the better. 





While the newspapers seek to give readers an 
idea of what occurs at public meetings, there is noth- 
ing like attendance by local residents at such meetings. 

The Upland city councilmen meet the first and 
third Thursdays of each month and the city planning 
commission meets the fourth Thursday of each month. 
The dozen men who sit around the council table at 
these meetings play a vital role on the stage. of com- 
munity life. They can open or close many opportuni- 
ties for this fine, wholesome community. 

It is well to see these officials in action, to hear 
their views and to see how they meet the issues that 
come before them. 

Each resident has a real interest and this interest 
should be expressed by personal observation. 





How about individual interest in solving the litter- 
bug problem? 

Mrs. R. W. Thompson and Mrs. John W. Savage, 
San Bernardino women, have challenged the proposed 
Plan of the county supervisors in offering a reward to 
private citizens for reporting on violators. Getting paid 
by a public agency for “spying” on law violators is 
unsound and undemocratic, the women believe. 

One’s individual interest in curbing the cluttering 
up of the highways should be incentive enough to re- 
port on violators, they contend — and we concur. 

The county supervisors are scheduled to act 
March 24 on a reward plan or on the women’s plan of 
individual initiative.
